state men over the roads when the 
t-ommissioners themselves arrived. 
They stated that they had no time

The state men explained that they 
will return to Sacram ento 
probably 
,n December, and will then prepare 
i map showing a through road for 
h e entire state.

Day, about a year ago, it is believed 
possible that it was used by Paul. 
The Bethlehem Institute was estab 
lished in this city about tw enty years 
ago. and although it was at that tinu 
a mission of the First Congregational 
church, it was later made non-denom- 
inational.

B. D. Townsend, special assistant to 
Attorney General W ikersham , yester­ 
day consented to outline the general 
policy of the government with refer­ 
ence to innocent purchas< 
communities which may 
affected by the litigation. 
Mr. Townsend has had full harge 
of the investigation which the gov­ 
ernment has been conducting for 
^ral months, and 
is 
preparing 
complaint, 
which w ill be filed, 
therefore speaks authoritatively, 
said today: 
"I want the people 
tnd particularly thos< 
ested in the oil industry, to feel as­ 
sured that no litigation is to be start­ 
ed which w ill upset the commercial 
prosperity of any section of Califor­ 
nia and do more harm than good. 
“ The fight in 
which 
the govern­ 
ment is about to engage w ill be di­ 
rected against a situation 
which is 
not only unlawful but which is essen­ 
tially in opposition to the complete 
and proper comm ercial development 
of the oil land riches. 
As to the land 
subsidies granted by the government 
to the Southern Pacific, and on which 
lands oil is being 
produced 
or is 
known to exist, the equities are all 
with the United States, 
and I firm­ 
ly believe that we will be able fully 
to establish this in the courts. 
"In the Oregon-California 
railroad 
'and grant cases, in which the gov­ 
ernment has so far successfully liti­ 
gated the title to 2,300.000 acres of 
land, a policy was pursued
